3. There an 12,000-15,000 duea-paying numbers in the Unico Ealava. This nu mber 
includes only these who have a Obion Eslava "carnet" and who pay their monthly 
dues of taro pesos* It is not believed to include members of the youth and 
f sa ri nin e sections. Nor does the above figure include Lithuanian, Armenian and 
other Eastern European, non-Slav Conrraniata, although the-je groups actively 
collaborate with the Onion Eslava. Consequently, it is evident that the Hnl«" 
Eslava actually controls a considerably greater number than 15,000. 

It* the activities of the Onion Eslava of Argentina have been closely supervised 
a nd g uided during the past two years by the Slav Iconittee in sjoscow. This 
c omission has becoae increasingly active in directing Slav Comunism In the 
River Plate area, channeling its instructions frea Moscow through the Soviet 
BMbsssy in Buenos Aires. 


$. Although there is no direct or overt connection between the neiwi Eslava and 
the Communist Party of Argentina (CPA), it is noteworthy that the CBA has a 
special Idiomatic Commission with which many local Slav Ceramists are affili- 
ated. Yugoslav Co m u ni at Pedro Zanetle, Secretary of the Conseco Central 
Ehgooslavo and an active a— he r of the Obion Eslava, is the liaison officer 
between the CPA and the Obion Eslava. 


6. Below am listed reasons why Slav Communism is a potential threat to Argentina: 

*• Slav Ccnnunista am generally considered to bo mom fanatic than their 
ideological colleagues of the CPA. Although the Slav masses am of a 
low cultural and intellectual level, the leaders of these masses am 
well-trained and exceptionally well-qu a li f i e d to guide their followers. 

b. A rigid discipline is maintained within Slav Ccnsuniat organisations. 

o» The mica Eslava has mom funds at its disposal than is generally believed. 

d. Propaganda methods of the ttiion Fslsvs am exceptionally effective. 

7. Ike tkiicn Eclava has already made alternate plans for continued operations 
under semi-cultural front groups in the event that its activities am directly 
curtailed by the Argentine government. 

Many officials of local Slav Comnunlst organizations am merely figureheads 
while the actual directors remain unknown. Thus the real leader* could con- 
tinue to direct their organisations in the event of police suppression and the 
arrest of the publicized leaders. 
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
